About 200 South Vietnamese 
militia, aided by accurate artil­ 
lery support, beat off an unusu- 
al daylight attack oy 400 to 5C0 
Communists on a government 
rost 12 miles southeast of Quang 
Ngcii, on the central coast. A 
South Vieenamese spokesman 
said the enemy left 30 bodies on 
the battlefield, while only two 
militiamen were wounded. 


Three new operations were 
announced, two by American 
forces and one by several South 
Vietnamese battalions. 


A U.S. military spokesman 
reported “absolutely no con­ 
tact” in Tay Ninh Province 
some 50 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon where about 10,000 Ameri­ 
can infantrymen were seeking 
to box in a Viet Cong regiment 
of 2,000 men. Reports from the 
scene said there had been only 
isolated sniper fire during the 
day. 


The spokesman said 319 ene­ 
my bodies have been counted in 
the area where hard fighting 
lasted for four days through 
Sunday night. 


Military analysts in Saigon 
said the stiff enemy resistance 
apparently developed because 
the Communists felt the U.S. 
probes were getting too close to 
the guerrillas' “central office 
for South Viet Nam,” thought to 
be somewhere near the Cambo­ 
dian border. 


The American sweep of the 
enemy stronghold began Oct. 15, 
but pitched fighting did not de­ 
velop until Thursday. Total U.S. 
casualties have been described 
as light but some units were hit 
hard la the four-day engage­ 
ment.

As Lunar Orbiter 2 hurtled at 
5,200 miles an hour toward the 
moon a quarter-million miles 
away shortly after 3 a.m. today, 
it responded to scientists* or­ 
ders, rotated and locked on the 
star Canopus as a navigation 
guide, JPL spokesmen said. 


The 150-pound vehicle was 
hurled into the sky at 6*21 p.m., 
EST Sunday from Cape Kenne­ 
dy, Fla.

Higher Price 
Ups Milk Flow 


In the early November mar^ 
keting report, Michigan State 
University marketing specialist 
Jolm Ferris points out that 
dairy farmers are beginning to 
respond to rising milk prkes. 


The secretary of agriculture 
recently assured dairy farmers 
that the present support price 
of $4 a hundredweight for man­ 
ufacturing milk will be con­ 
tinued throu#h the next mar­ 
keting year, which will begin 
on April 1, 1967. The advance 
aniiouncemeni was made to aid 
dairy farmers in their produc­ 
tion plans. This level of support 
might be continued in the 1968- 
69 mnrketinc year since 
it 
would be politi<»lly difficult 
to lower supports in an elec­ 
tion year. 


In January through July of 
19A6, the total U.S. milk output 
ran 4.2 per cent under the year 
before. In August, the drop was 
2.5 per cent and in September 
the decline was only .8 per cent. 
Prices may not have been the 
only reason for this shift. Pm - 
ture conditions 
improved in 
September. This plus increased 
grain feeding boosted milk pro­ 
duction per cow by 5 per cent 
over last year, which accounts 
for most of the leveling off in 
the decline in total output.

Look Outward, 
Students Urged 


More than 200 members of 
student councils of Upper Pen­ 
insula high schools attending 
the annual University of Michi­ 
gan 
conference 
for 
council 
members at Holy Name High 
Seliool on Saturday were urged 
to take new directions in stu­ 
dent government. 


Dr. Don Weaver, professor of 
education at Western Mkdiigan 
University, Kalamazoo, keynot­ 
ed the conference with a pro- 
po.sal for change. It is time, he 
said for student councils to 
cease giving much attention to 
social events and dates and 
other small business of the 
school and to relate student 
council business to Itie prob­ 
lems of the world outside the 
s<hools. 


The headlines in the daily 
press, he said, are 70 per cent 
or more concerned with kkfor- 
matkm not of a technical na­ 
ture, but sociological. They are 
concerned with crime, with 
racism, with the rights of hu­ 
man dignity and such matters. 


Student councils, he suggest­ 
ed, should take greater interest 
in sociological problems be­ 
cause they are what the stu­ 
dents will face when they grad­ 
uate into the adult world. 


If leadership is to be develop­ 
ed by schooling, he said, it must 
deal with the htnnan problems 
of socieity. 


The students were urged to 
go beyond popularity in stu­

DETROIT iAP)—Red tape in 
processing Medicare claims has 
put Blue Shield 30 days behind 
in payments to doctors and 
senior citizens, 
a sjjokesman 
for the medical insurance pro­ 
gram said. 


John McCabe, executive di­ 
rector for Blue Shield, said 
more than 
100,000 Medicare 
claims have been filed since 
July 1. But, he said, only 48.000 
have been paid. Total payments 
have been $550,000. 


“We know some people are 
complaining that they haven’t 
received their check.s yet, but 
we are confident that proce­ 
dures will s))eed up in the near 
future,” McCabe said. 


It said current procedures re­ 
quire four weeks or longer to 
process a claim. McCabe said 
this would be cut to two or 
three weeks as procedures are 
automated and staffs become 
better trained. 


Of the 60,000 claims unpaid 
10,000 will be paid shortly, he 
said. Another 35,000 now are 
being processed, he said.
